Finally it may be asked what 
is the attitude of responsible 
members of the Chinese com- 
manity, who cannot be bam- 
booztedt by the propaganda 
which has been. put forward in 
connection with the Kowloon 
Walled City issue?

Sir Stafford Cripps, Britain's Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. was already a 
dominate figure in Parliament before he 
came to that office. His wartime ex- 
perience led to his becoming President of 
the Board of Trade in the new postwar 
Government, then, for a few weeks, he 
held the newly created Portfolio of 
Economie Affairs. 

An entirely unforeseeable accident 
brought him the chancellorship as well. 
Financial and economic: policy were 
henceforth to be guided by the one pair 
of hands. 

Sir Stafford probably holds 
power now than any Minister of 
British Crown, under the Prime Minis 
ter, has had before. And Parliament

Psychology is a much over-worked 
term: Dut it is niw generally admitted 
et wnether oealing with individuals 
rr nations. the more knowledge and 
understanding cre may have of their 
psychologica] 1eactizns in any given 
circumstances, the more Hiksly we ar? 
t§ uchieve surcess. This 1s particu- 
laviv true ci a peupie like the Japan- 
(se, Whose mental cutivok and general 
background are so different from our 
own and whese seemingly exntradic- 
tory hehaviour at times is apt to con- 
yey the impression of _a split pirs-n- 
ality, in which Dr.. Jekvll and Nr. 
Hyde interchtnge as freely as Box 
and~Cox. 

No true urderstandine of these ap- 
parent contredicti:ns in the Japanrse 
make-up ‘s possible without a know- 
legge of Jupanese history. Two new 
hocks just published bay, therefore, 
be rigarded as complementary to one 
another: Reischauer’s provides an ad- 
mirably lucid and concise survey of 
Japanese histz:ry from the earlitst 
times down to the summer of 1946, 
while Ruth Ben¢dict's supplies a most 
interesting and valuable study of Jap- 
anes2 psychology and helps greatly t:- 
words elucidating many of those 
maniftstations of it which, during the 
recent war years and immediate post- 
war pericd, siemed so bewildering to 
outsids cbservers. 

In’ a Foreword t) Reischauer’s 
volume, Sir George Sansom, wh's# 
own Cultural History of Japan is now 
a classic, pays 
chillian tribute to its auth:r by d:clar- 
ing, “I do not know of any short book 
sn Japanese history which gives so 
much useful information in so brief 
and simple a form.” The griat merit 
cf this werk is, in fact, the amount 
ef er und cavired in son shart a space. 
All the salient points cf Japan's his 
teriec| background are there and, in 
addition, an attempt is made to inter- 
prit them in the light of pr:s2nt-day 
Japan. F r the general reader, wh?

In 1945, when Tory heads were falling 


under the electoral chopp:r. Boh 
Boothby survived. His Aberdonian con- 
stituents, whom he had served sinée 


1924, once moreaaffirmed their faith in 
him. c 

His performance in Parliament in the 
past two years has amply jnstified that 
trust. Now, in a book* with a challeng- 
ing title, he cives an account of his 
stewardship. 

Boothb;’s tale is well told. This 
jovial, rollicking man, with his sharp 
brain and abundant ability, has the 
saving graces of politicians—objectivity 
and humour. 

_ The main interest of the book lies in 
its account of the inter-war years, with 
the conflict of strong personalities on 
the political stage. 

The author has, however, resisted the 
temptation to make his book an interest- 
ing. but possiby rather trivial, collection 
of neo-Georgian ossip. 

Anecdote and shrewd comment abound. 
but mainly about the lions of the period. 
Boothby never allows his loyalty and 
personal affection for the great men 
who people his pages to obscure nis 
judement on their weaknesics. 

While he pays tribute to Lloyd 
George's patriotism, hatred of onpres- 
sion, and personal charm, he does not 
neglect the failures. . i 

In his view Lloyd George “did not 
realise in time the desperate need of 
France for a guaranteed security,” and 
“failed to realise the importance of 
econorries to the future of Europe.” 

Another of his heroes was Lord Bir- 
kenhezd. Cf him he writes: “The 
influence which he exercised over us all 
et Cxford can scarcely be overestimated.” 
Birkenhead could, alone ameny states- 
men, put the younger generation com- 
plete'y at their ease.
